Defence of Animapversions on MILTON. §& 


Mr URBAN, 
BE Bi. Thoughts which I communica. 
ted to you on the Religion of Mil- 
ton’s Poem, were fuch as had often caft 
up tome in reading it; whether ref 
were juft or not, for any thing Phif- 
Spec has faid, may deferve a further Hear- 
ing. He has brought a great many Quo- 
tations from the Speéfator to fhew, that I 
was out on’t when I faid, “ In the Light 
wherein I had confidered him, I did not 
oppofe any that I knew of.” Both his 
Letters are almoft on/y a continued Con- 
futation of this fingle Aflertion, which, B 
whether true or falfe, was nor material. 
But tho’ I pay a great deal of Regard. to 
the Judgment of fach a Perfon as Mr Ad- 
difon, and think his Authority the only 
Objection this Gentleman has alledged of 
any Confequence ; yet I don’c think it 
ought to be intirely dive, and the ra- 
ther, becaufe he was himfelf a Poet, and, C 
at the Time he wrote thofe excellent Cri- 
ticifms, might be fo heated with the 
Beauties of the Poem as to overlook 
Faults in it, chat did not belong to its 
Charager as fuch; and to palliate others 
out of an Unwillingnefs to condemn, or 
leave without Excufe, a favourite Author 
in fo material a Point. But to come to 
Particulars, ; 

“ Milten has rather chofe to negle& the 
numeroulnefs of his Verfe, than to devi- 
ate from thofe Speeches that are recorded 
on this great Occafion,” (fays Spectator 
on the Dialogue in Zen after the Fall, 
and God’s Judgment on our firft Parents £ 
and the Serpent, B. 10.) “ which is (fays 
Philo-Spec) a pretty {trong Proof ot his 
reverencing the H. Writings: But if Phi- 
lo-Spec wili tland by fuch Proofs, he mutt 
needs think it a Proof equally ftrong, that, 
where he introduces Fable and Fiétton tor 
the Sake of Embellifhment, it is for 
want of Reverénce of the fame H. Wri- 
tings. But as he will not (I believe) al- 
low this, he mutt guic chat Sort of Proof 
of the Poet’s Religion, and aceount for 
the Unadornednefs of his Verfe {ome o- 
ther Way, viz. cither by fuppofing he 
apprehended, that changing the Terms 
of che Sacred Hiftory in a Point fo uni-

der, would give him a kind of Difap-

To the Charge of Milton’s reprefenting 
“ the Chriftians Heaven almoft as fenfira 
asthe Heathens.” Philo-Spec replies, by 
alledging the Angel’s preparatory Caution 
before he fatisfied the Father of Mankind’s 
Curiofity concerning what pafs’d in Heaven 
betore his Creation. But it muft be ob- 
ferved (and Milton’s ingenious Advocate 
ought not to have fupprefs’d it) that tho’ 
Raphael does tell Adam, that 

What furmounts the Reach 

Of human Senfe, he would delineate fo, 

By lik’ning {piritual to corporeal Forms, 

As may expres them bcft. 
Yet he immediately fuggefts, that there 
was greater Propriety in fv doing, than 
his firit Caution feem’d to imply ; 

Tho what if Earth Raw 

Be but the Shadow of Heaven, and things 


D Each to other like, more than on Earth is 


thought. 


And this (I fay) is corrupting our Notions 
of {piritual Things, and fenfualizing our 
Ideas of Heavento a Degree that may 
have ill Effeéis on Religion in general: 
It is letting Fancy obtrude its wild Luxu- 
riance into the Place of Truth and Rea- 
fon, and making room for the grofleft 
and moft abfurd Kind of Enthutiafm 5 
and if one is to interpret his other De- 
{criptions of Heaven by this Hint, it is 
every whit as fenfual as the Mahometan’s. 

I fee no Jultnefs in P‘lo-Spee’s Detence 
of the Angel’s Countrey Dances, nor of 
any of their Dances, by the Example of 
David; and therefore 1. fhall only fay 
upon the Whole, chat whoever reads the 
Poet’s Defcription of this celeftial fubi- 
lee, and thinks it not unworthy of thofe 
Beings, and that Place, is qualificd to 
preach in Bedlam, and almoft outdo Ps 
ganifin for Purity. 

« ‘The Cisaracrer of Mammon, and the 
Defcription of Pandemoniun: may have 
their Beauties,” as Mr Addi fox oblterves, 
fo far as they are confidered as Pieces of 
mere Fancy and Invention, to which 
Latitude may be allow’d where Religion

is not concerned; (and this was the Lighr 
¢ shad abe rn . fe . i j 
in which that ingenious Critic conlidered 
them): Bur to make religious Truths g 
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can be confiftent with the Regard that is 
due to Religion. But neither does Mr 4d- 
difon’s Criticifm abfolutely infer the Juft- 
nels of reprefenting Mammon admiring 
more the Riches of Heaven's Pavement 
than ought divine; but only the jult Re- 
lation and Agreement between his Speech 
in the fecond Book, and this — his Cha- 
rater in the fir/! ; aud I mutt here beg 
Leave to ask Philo Spec, whether he 
thinks it poflible indeed, that fuch a Being, 
yet in the Condition ot an Ange) of Light, 
cou’d have fuch Sentiments, were the 
Pavement of Heaven really as fine as it is 
defcrib’d ? 

What I objeéted to the Poet’s reprefent- 
ing Satanas ignorant of God’s natural 
and incommunicable Attributes, Philo- 
Spec has anfwered with no little Wit ; but 
(I’m obliged to tell him) nothing to the 
Purpofe : Por the Queftion is nor, how it 
fuited beft with the Defign of the Poet 
to reprefent him ; (and this is the Ground 
upon which Philo-Spec’s Defence turns) 
but whether it was not contrary to Truth 
and Reafon to reprefent him as he does, 
viz. A Being of fuch an Order ignorant 
of thofe Attributes which are firft in Con- 
ception ? 

Tho’ Mr Addifon’s Defence of Satan’s 
Artillery is very ingenious, and as much 
as could be faid for it, yet ftill it is not 
fufficient to take off the Imputation of 
its being both a very violent and ridicu- 
lous Machine in fuch a Poem, and a very 
odd Sort of Engineer-Work for Spirits to 
have plann’d ; it is indeed (as he fays) a 
bold Thought ! Tho’ (by the bye) I think it 
may well be doubted whether Satan had 
ever yet heard that Thunder, which thefe 
Engines are faid to have been made for 
Imitation of. 

Philo-Spec has an elegant Joke, and a 
curious (as being very far fetcht) on the 
Remark of the Melitah’s Cnariot, which 
(he fays) “raifed rhofe Clouds of Dutt 
that feem to have rendered my Eyes blind 
to the Poet’s Care and Regard for Decen- 
cy and Religion: ” And this was fo na- 
tural coo, that (as he aflures us) “ he could 
not help faying it.” But [ mufttell him, 
for all 40 confident as he feems, thar Paf- 
fage in the Pfalms which “he alludes to, 
is no more a Vindicatinn of Milton’s Ma 
chine of the warlike Chariot and its Mo- 


tion, than it would be a Vindication of 


the Bow in the fame Defcription, to al- 
ledge the Ra/nbow inthe 9th Chap. of Ge- 
nefis, whieh the Almighty there calls 47s 
Bow. 

The Golden Compaffes he next under- 
takes to defend, by a Quotatjon from the 
Sreator ; where the ingenious Critic 


roduces feveral Forms of Speech out of 
the Prophets, which have fomething of 
like Analogy inthem; as meting out the 
Heavens with a Span, &c. But how wide 
the Difference is between thefe fhort Al- 
legories and the Poet’s Compafles, every 
body mutt fee; the Precifenefs of the 
A Defcription here, and the Manner of the 
Meffiah’s Operation, one Foot he center’d, 
and the other turn’d, Gc. (B. vii. v. 
228) may indeed be in the Spirit of Homer, 
when {peaking of his Jupiter, or his chief 
Ambaflador Mercury; but carries in it 
fuch a Narrownefs of Idea as, when a 
plied to the Almighty Architc¢t, is u sey 
B profane. Allegories trom fenfible Things, 
when applied to the fupreme Underftande 
ing, Ought to be fhort, and act {pun out 
into Particulars and Circum‘tances ; for 
fince we are reduced to the Ufe of them, 
merely by the Imperfe&tion of our Minds, 
we ought to reeover our Thoughts from 
c them as foon as poffible ; otlerwife, we 
muft become fhocking and ridiculous. 
The laft Thing that Phélo-Spec refents 
is, finding fault with the Guard fet to 
watch the Gates of Hell: Bur that was 
not all the’ Ground of the Objection; it was 
the Reafon of the Apgels being appointed 
Centinels there, vu/z, 
Left he (the Almighty) incens’d at fuch E- 
ruption bild,

And this (I faid) was very injurious to the 
Honour and Wifdom of God: And what 
has Milton faid to the contracy in the

Is is not in- 
jurious ro tne Charadter of the Supream 
Being to fuppofe him capable of being 
acted by a furious and blind Impuife > 
Milton could make the Devils themf{elves

that, wherever it hath predominated, 
hath always proved deftractive of Natio- 
nal Happinefs, Liberty, and good Go. 
vernnient. 

A riorous Spirit in a People is gene- 
rally owing to one or more of the fol- 
lowing Caufes: Carelefsnefs in thofe at 
the Helm, of the true Intereft of the 
Subjects ;—Negligence in the Magiffrates, 


Evil in itfelf have the happy Effe& of 
endearing Governors and Subjects to each 
other. 

But then, the Government muft have 
the Wifdom and Goodne/s to make the firlt 
Step towards this haopy Union.—When it 
difcovers a riotous Spirit in the People, it 
mutt not truft in the trire, and, ot lare, 
too common Way of fupprefling, or ra- 
ther {tifling the Difcontents ot the Sub- 
jeSts by a Military Force; .which may 
only fpread the Gangrene farther, and 
produce worfe Effects ac a longer Day.

do not feel!—A Body of Troops may dif- 


d a Rioters, and caufe an outward 


ace of Quiet on the People; but this is 
not giving Bread to the Hungry, nor ¢o- 
wering the Naked with a Garment.— Here 


~then it is, that the Wi/dom and Goodnefs 


of a Government ought to fhew theme 
felves, by looking, with the utnsoft Inte. 
grity and Care, into the real Caufes of a 
Riot, and ufing all poilible Means to ree 
drefs all true Grievances of the People. 

It is a Grievance to one to want Bread, 
and hear the piercing Crics of ftarve 


Ding Children;—it is a Grievance to

in executing the Laws ;~Oppreiiion ot E Trade, deitroy’d by a riotous Mob.—The 


the Poor, by the Rich, or thofe in Power; 
—~or lattly, to a Spirit of Licentioutnefs 
and Immorality, diffufed among the com- 
mon People. 

It is the chief Bufinefs of a Govern. 
ment to convince the People, that it fecks 
their Happine(s in, and above all Things. 
becaufe the Good of the People is the great 
End tor which ail Governments are cita- 
blith’d.—There are never wanting pro- 
per Occalions for a Government to fhew, 
that it has the Good of rhe People at Heart. 
—Any Government may thew this, by 


taking proper Care to make good Laws, _ 
Y by that Means taking off fome of the 


preferve Order, and execute impartial 
Juft ce, among the People. Our Britifb 
Government hath a happy Advantage in 
this Refpedct, in that it can hardly fail of 
convincing the Peopie of this neceffary 
Credendim, when they behold it exerting 
its principal Care in preferving the anti- 
ent Conftitution and Trade of Britain. Nay, 
even Riots themfelves may be Means of 
convincing them otf the Love which a 
Government bears to them; and, tho’ an 


great Work that a Government has to do 
in this Cafe, is, to make itfelf acquainted 
with the Caules of Difconrent, and, like 
a wife and loving Common Parent of 
many Children, to make ufe of its Aue 
thority to relicve the Needy and Op. 


» prefled, and to oblige ail to contorm to 


the common Rule os Juit and Reafonable. 
Above ali, 2 Government would do moft 
wifely to contider if it is not in its own 
Power to give them fome Relief, by prace 
tifing a littie Selt-Denial > I mean, by lef- 
fening the Number of thote who are 
maintained by the Publick Revenue, and 


mott burthenfome Taxes on the PooR,-- 
Thefe would be fuch lovely Inftances of 
Juitice, Wifdom and Goodnefs, as would 
charm Mankind, pain the Love of Subjects, 
aud render even rhe Difaftected loyai! 


The Spirit of Licentiou{nefs hath been 


 cherifhing up in this Nation tor many 


Years, and its fatal Efcéls have been fore 
{een by wi Men !—As foon as ever the 
Majeity oi the Laws that entagg oRcli- 

gion 
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gion and Morality, is loft on the Minds of 
the People, Diforder and Diffolutenefs 
pring up in them.—We are unhappily 
allen into a Way of raifing great Part of 
the Publick and Civil Lift Revenue on 
Malt, Beer, Wine, Oc. the Cunfimption 
ot which, and confequently the Revenue, 
is mightily encreafed by the Vices of the 
Peopie. This naturally ftops the Cur- 
rent of Juftice, and is an over-ruling Ar- 
gument with avaricious Minifters, and 
tal{cly-loyal Magiftrates, not to exert 
themfelves, according to their Duty, to 
nip the firft Buddings of vicious, difor- 
derly Spirits. Hence the innumerable 
Alehoufes with which England abounds ; 
hence the Non-execution of fo many 
good Laws againft Tippling-Houfes, Tip- 
piers, common Swearers, Sabbath. Break 
ers, Vagrants, 2c. To this may be 
added, a fupine Negle& of Dury, too, too 
apparent in many Magiftrates, who feem 
to have little Senfe ot the Concatenation 
of vicious Habits and unruly Actions with 
each other; and over fome of whom, the 
large Fees tor Warrants, Licences, Mitti- 
mus’s, Orders, Oc. into their Clerks or 
their own Pockets, may reafonably be {up- 
pofed to have fome little Influence. 

Within thefe two Years I was at a Sef- 
fions held at a Treding Town in Wilts, fer 
licenfing Alehoufes, where were fevenFu- 
fiices fitting, onc of whofe Clerks told me, 
with an Air of Gladnefs, that his Share 
came to between three and four Pounds. 
I mention this to fhew what a great 
Number of Alehoufes there mult be in 
that fingle Divifion, and not to throw 
any Reflection on thofe worthy Gentle- 
men, for feveral of whom I have a per 
fect Efteem, and who have only run in 
with the common Foible of the Times: 
I mention it likewife out of fome little 
Hopes that it may be a Means to excite 
them and others to exert themfelves to 
fupprefs our Alehoufes, and punifh our 
Tipplers,’@c- to the Honour of our King, 
and the Good of our Country. 

Thus hath the Spirit of Rioting been 
nurfed up in this Nation; I pray God it 
may not be the Fore-runner of Infurreéi- 
ons and Slavery. The only Means to 
prevent which terrible Evils are, for us 
to return to Order in Time, and to make 
the Laws, and in them, Jultice and Wif- 
dom, to rule over us. 

The Riot of the poor Weavers, and 
other Woollen Manufacturers in Wilts, is 
aid to have been occafion’d by Oppreffion 
in various Shapes, practifed towards them 
by fome Clothiers.—The Badnefs, or ra- 
ther, the Decay of our Woollen Trade, ac- 
knowledged by all, felt by every Body 
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except Pl—m-n and P-n—— rs, and-occz- 
fion’d by, the Rivalfhip ot France and 
other neighbouring Nations, muft needs 
be attended with fatal Effects to Matters 
as well as Workimen. And this fingle 
Contideration ought to operate, not in 
mutual Oppreffion, and mutual Deftruétion, 
but in Love, and in Commiferation of the 
unhappy Sufferings of one another, and 
of our Country, fo far as to join our 
united Refolutions to ufe all proper Means, 
if pofiible, to recover our Trade again. 
The Progrefs of our Neighbours in that 
Trade, according to a late * Publick-f{pi- 
rited Writer, is owing to our Run Wooll, 
and to their anderfelling our Merchants at 
Foreign Markets.—-We prefumed fome 
Months ago ¢ to“propofe what we can’t 
but think would, in a good meafure, cure 
thofé Evils; but having offer’d our Mite 
to the publick Treafury, fhall be glad to 
fee better Judges fall on other Methods 
for that much-wanted Purpofe, more 
ealily feafible, more confiftent with Li. 
berty and the Publick Good ! 

However, let Trade be dad as it will, 
Fuftice mutt be maintain’d. It is not fit 
that Mafters {hould be fuffer’d to opprefs 
their Servants, torce them to take Goods, 
in Defiance of Law, at an exorbitant 
Price, nor enter into Combinations to fail 
their Wages, in a Free Country.—Nor is ic 
fir that Servants fhould be Ict alone to 
take their own Revenge on their Maflers ; 
*tis Pity, indeed, they fhouid be driven 
to it! Such Doings are tuil ot Injuffice 
and Violence; they can produce no Good, 
and are big with manifold Evils:—In 
this Cafe, Publick Authority ought to 
decide the Controverfy, reduce both 
Sides to Order, and force them to do 
Fuftice, at leait for the future, towards 
each, other. 

I am far from thinking myfelf a come 
petent Judge of the propereft Way of 
Procedure in this Affair; but as the iol- 
lowing appears to me the mott natural, 
I will take the Liberty to lay it before 
the Publick, tincerely {ubmitting this, as 
I du all my Writings, to the Correction 
of Perfons of maturer Judgment ; wifh- 
ing that the Publick Good may be pro- 
moted in the beft Manner, be it by what 
Means it will.—Our Method 1s ; 

That a mixt Commiffion be appointed, 
conlifting of Gentlemen and Clothiers of 
the BEST CHARACTER that can be 
pick’d out in the Conntry, to examine 
impartially into the Caufes of the /ate 
Riots, with Power to call all Perfons be- 
tore them, in crder to make the proper

Reflections on the late RIOTS in Wittsnixe. 


Enquiry.—I will here take the Liberty to 
fuggeft fome Things, which it may be 
proper to make fo many Heads of Enquiry. 

1. If any Combinations: have been en 
ter’d into, to lower the Price of Weaving, 
Spinning, Orc. and by whom? 

2. If any Maiters have forced the poor 
Manufaéurers to take Track, who they 
are, and what Prices they have obiig’d 
them to take Goods at? 

3. If any Mafters have oblig’d their 
Work-people to buy Bread, &c. at any 

rticular Shops: What Weight they have 
old, and the Prices they have taken? 

4 If fome poor Marufadcturers do not 
Bive extravagant Rents for their Tene- 
ments, Cre. and if they are under no 
Compulfion from their Matters, in that 
Article ?., 

5. Who were the Heads of the late 
Riot, what Damage is done, and what 
Sums may be raifed, thro’ rhe Counrry, 
by the Statutes againtt Truck or Combi. 
nations, towards paying the Damages ? 

I do not pretend to fay, whether thefe 
are all the Heads of Enquiry proper to be 
gone upon, or it any of them may be 
omitred. But as the happy Succefs ot the 
Affair would depend, in a great meafure, 
on the Conduét of the Commiffioners, they 
ought tu be Perfons of the greateft Inte- 
grity and Ski] that can be thought of, 
who wou’d go to the Bottom of the 
Grievances on both Sides, without Fear 
or Favour, and make a faithful Reprefen- 
tation to the Parliament; Fuftice and good 
Policy both requizing that. rich Oppreffrs 
fhould be properly punifh’d, as well as 
poor Rioters ! 

I fhall now take Notice of fome 
Things, which, I humbly think, would 
be helpful to our Trade, and give confi 
derable Relief to our Poor. 

The firlt is, the Hardfbips which the 
Poor groan under,. from .the Excifes on 
the Neceflaries of Life and Trade, fuch 
as Malt, Beer, Soap, Candles, Leather, 
Salt, Oil, @c. which fo much enhance 
the Price of. our Manufactures ; and the 
two former of which, as I have already 
taken Notice, naturaily tend to tie up the 
Hands of Minifters and Magiftrates from 
executing the. Laws againit Vice and 
Idlenefs. By thefe Taxes Trade is op- 
prefled ; by them the Neceflaries of Life 
are raifed to the Poor ;.confequently the 
taking them off would relieve them, and 
give Life to Trade. . And whether the 
¢alielt, and, moft politick Way of raifing 
the yearly Supplies, be not a Tax on the 
ycarly Income of all People of Subftance, 
we beg leave to refer our Readers to our 
Buquiry into the Caufes of the Encreafe 


and Miferies of the Poor of England (pa- 
17; be and ~k rc.) m eid laft Wine 
ter, and to our Common Senje Efiays, al- 
ready mention’d. ‘ 

Another Thing,which exceedingly hurts 
our Poor, is, the .great Number of Peo- 

le who dive upon them, and fuck their 
Stavarenen out of their Labour; I mean, 
our innumerable Alehoufe-keepers, Ba- 
kers, and petty Shopkeepers : ars plain, 
thefe Peopie ‘live, in general, much bet- 
ter than our poor Manufacturers do, ‘out 
of whofe Earnings the greateft Part of 
their Subfiftence arifes.

tries, take the greateit Care, and ufe the 
utmoft Frugality in thefe Articles, being 
wifely fenfible, that thofe on whofe La- 
bour, Zrade, and the Wealth and Power 
of a Nation depend, muft not {pend the 

ruits of that Labour in Sottifhne/s, nor 


C Bive them away to a Set of petty Oppref= 


fors, who make them pay a good deal 
more for Things, than they are worth, 
The Author of the Obfervations on Wooll, 
and the Woollen Manufactures of France, 
Flanders, and Holland, (who is a Manu- 
facturer, has been feveral Times in thofe 
Countries himfelf, feen their Manufadétu- 
ries, and converfed with their Manutactu- 
rers) tells us, that the greateft Care potli- 
ble is taken there to keep their Workmen 
trom Drunkennefs, and {pending their 
Money idly. He tells us likewife, thar 
the Magiftrates of their great Trading 
Towns make it their Bulinefs to buy in 


E Corn, and other Neceffaries of Life and 


Trade, at the cheapeft Markets, which 
they put into a Store-houfe, and dea] our 
again to the poor Manufacturers, in {mall 
Quantities, as they want ’em, at the 
Prime Coft.x—Where fhall we fee fuch 
Care of Trade, {uch an Inffance of Good- 
nefs and Publick Spirit in England ? 

I do not mention This, as propofing 
their Example to be follow’d in every lit- 
tle Article ; altho’ it would be a very good 
Thing if our Officers were to look into 
the Prices of Small Wares at Shops, and 
have Power to lower them, if exceflive. 
But I have often theught, that if there 
was a Law made for erecting an OVEN 
in every poor Tenement, and fome Offi- 
cer in every Trading Parifh to buy Wheat 
at Market every Weck, to deal out in 
that manner to the Poor for their Money, 
(or as Relief, if they want it) at a fet 
Day, and thar none fhould be entitled to 
Relief of their Parifh, except they had 
baked their own Bread three Months, it 
would be highly beneficial to the Poor in 
general, and keep more off from their Pa- 
rithes, than our Badges and Workhoufes do. 
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I cannot conclude, without withing 
fome publick-fpirited Perfon, well skill’d 
in all the different Branches of a Clothier’s 
Trade, would publifh a fhore Effay, to 
fhew the Prices now commonly given by 
our Ready-Money Clothiers to their feveral 
Sorts of Work-People, that fo the Pub- 
lick may judge what clear Profits a Clo- 
thier has. My Reafon for it is, that as 
Moncey is funk to three per Cent. Interett 
with many People, the Profits might ap- 
pear fo confiderable, as would probably 

revail. on fume to employ their Money 
in that Trade. (It is more honourable, 
at leaft it ought to be fo in a Trading Na- 
tion, to be an induftrious Tradefman, than 
an idle Creditor). No Body can think 
the Myftery of Clothing infcrutable, when 
he fees how many People practife it who 
never ferv’d regular Apprenticefhips to it. 
And one that has Money of his own in

his Pocker, may make a better Maffer, 


and get as much, as thofe who make Cloth 
6n other Peoples Stocks.

At length they did agree, that the Judg- 8 
ment of Luther and the Divines of Wit- 
temberg fhould be demanded about the 
Point ; which pelag done, Luther did write 
back to Hamburgh, that this Sprinkling 
was an Abufe which they ought to re- 
move. Thus plunging of Intants was 
reftored at Hamburgh. 

I need not add, as it is a Thing in which 
allagree, that the Cultom of dipping In- 
fants is {till retained in the Eaftern Church ; 
and when the Weftern Parts dropr ir, 
England was one of the laft that gave in- 
to the Change. It is very probable, that 
an ignorant Fondnefs for their Children 
en{nared People into the Novelry : And, as 
Sir John Floyer obferves, lincethe Church 
of England itill recommends it, and feems 
to difpenfe with Dipping only in cafe of 
Neceffiry, we have reafon to hope that 
fhe will at length return to the true Cu- 
ftom.

That it is our prefent beft Security againit 
the Growth of Popery and a Popifh In- 
tereft in thefe Kingdoms, It muit cer- 
tainly be a be amp to the Zeal of 
Papilts on behalf of the Pretender, to cons 
fider, that if they could place him on the 
Throne, he would have little Power to 
ferve them, while the TesT-AcT .cone 
tinued in Force ; and he would be as ill 
able to keep his Ground, as his fuppofed 
Father was, for the fame Reafon.

convert: ‘Then, if any favourable Op- 
posseniey fhould offer, either through 
iftrafions at home, or thro’ Broils with 
any Popifh Power abroad, they will be 
encouraged, at almoft any Hazard and 
Expence, to pufh on the Pretender’s In- 
tere(t , knowing that, if he be once placed 
in the Saddle, he may ride on triumphe 
antly, that Obftacle, at which his Father 
{tumbled and fell, being taken out of his 
Way. Weare as likely, as any People 
this Day in Europe, to give our Enemies 
this Advantage over us by our unnatural 
Divifions. Since therefore we have fo 
little Dependence upon our Unanimity a- 
mong ourfélves, to fave us out of Popi{b 
Hands, it highly concerns us, not to 
part with any kind of external Security, 
which by the Wifdom and Zeal of our 
Forefathers has been procured and tranf- 
mitted down to us, S, K. 
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Extraf of a Lut TER to a Member of Par- 
liament, containing a Propofal fer bring- 
ing in @ Bill to Revife and d cere 
tain Obfolete Statutes, commonly called 
The Ten COMMANDMENTS. 

HAT thefe Commandments were 
crigesty given to the Jews, is bee 

yond all Difpute ; and as their great Law- 
iver himfelf declar’d, and their whole 
Hiftory confirms, that they were a /fiff- 
necked, perverfe Generation ; {o it is more 
than probable that thefe Commandments 
were folely intended to correét the Mif- 
underftandings, reftrain the Excefles, and 
regulate the Condué of that /tubborn, 
wrong-headed People, who had not Rea- 
fon, nor Learning, nor Politenefs enough 
to regulate their own moral Behaviour ; 
but are no more binding to a fenfible, 


learned, juft, righteous, polite, free-thinking ¢ 


People, than the Laws concerning Cir- 
cumcifion and Sacrifices. And as the happy 
Inhabitants of thefe reformed Nations have 
long ago got rid of all the fuperftitious 
cy inategen of Chriftian Prieftcrafe, it is 
a Shame and Reproach to them to be ftill 
in Bondage to Jewifh Ordinances ; efpe- 
cially if ic can be made appear that they 
are an intolerable Impofition upon a free 
People, without having the leaft moral 
or natura] > gee to promote the Wel- 
fare of Civil Society, and the temporal 
Good and Benefit of Mankind, which are 
now generally acknowledged to be the 
great End and Foundation of alJ civil, 
moral and religious Inftitution. 

Paffing by § firlt four, § Fifth Command- 
ment feems unneceflary, and was plainly 
calculated for the Jews, to ferve fome poli- 
tical Purpofes, as appears plainly from the 
Promife of length of Days, or long Enjoy- 
ment of their new Pofle(fions. Whereas a- 
mong us it is generally a Rule, + Children 


of courfe will honour their Parents, if 


they think they deferve it; that is, if 
they lay no Reftraints upon them, nor 
teaze their tender Ears with difagreeable 
Le€tures about Religion, Temperance, 
Sobernefs and Chaftity. Such Parents will 
be fure to be honoured by {uch Children ; 


but thofe that a¢t otherwife are not like G 


to receive much Honour from their 
Children in this polite, well-bred Gene- 
ration, tho’ there were ten thoufand 
Commandments to enjoin it. 

The Five laff Commandments lie under 
a general Prejudice, upon a Sufpicion of 
Corruption and Interpolation. It has 
been fufpeéted by fome very fagacious 
Criticks, rhat the negative Particle (not) 
has by Negligence or Defign been in- 
ferted into each of them, tho’ no dire& 
Proof has been yet made of the Fraud. 


The firft Hint that was publickly given of 
this kind was in an accidental Converfae 
tion berwixt the Devil and the late Dr 
Tindal, as the Story is merrily told by the 


a Author of § Apparition. Anda devilifh 


unlucky Difcovery it would prove, if the 
Thing could be nae made out, and the 
Interpolation direétly proved. Tho’, to 
fay the Truth, the Sufpieion feems to 
have been much antienter than the ae 
forefaid Converfation ; for we are told, 
that in the Reign of King Charles the 
Firft, fome bold Printer had the Courage 
to leave out the fufpicious Particle only 
in one of the Commandments, to feel 
the Pulfe of the People, and fee whee 
ther they were ripe for further Difco. 
veries, and a thorough Reformation ; and 
accordingly in a new Edition of the Li- 
turgy, the Seventh Commandment. was 
printed thus, Thou fhale commit Adul~ 
tery. But as the poor Devil happened to 
live in the evil Days of Bigotry and Su- 
perftition, under a grave tormal Prince, 
and an old, four, morofe Archbifhop, 
who had no more Tafte of Gallantry than 
Criticifm, he was feverely fatagal, and 


D the whole Impreffion called in, to the 


reat Difcouragement of all Attempts of 
that kind for the future. Tho’ many of 
the polite People feemed fo well. fatisfy’d 
with the new Reading, that they thoughe 
it an excellent Emendation, and: dir 
their Conduét accordingly. And I cane 
not but hope that confidering the great 


g Encouragement that is now publickly 


given for free Debate and Enquiry into 
thefe and fuch-like fuperftitious Frauds, 
we fhall foon fee this dark Affair fer in 
a true Light, and age it may be 
thought worth while to give publicl 
Encouragement to the Learned to’ bend 
their Thoughts this Way, by propofin 
a competent Reward to any that tha 
be able to make and publifh a full Dife 
covery of this Corruption and Interpoe 
lation, as it would contribute to the 
quieting of many Confciences, and pros 
moting and eftablifhing an unbounded 
Liberty in Thought, Word and Deed. 

However, if the Wifdom of our Sue 
periors fhall think fit to continue thofe 
{aid obfolete Statutes or Commandments 
ftill in Force, till firch Difcoveries fhall 
be happily made, I beg leave to propofe 
certain Heads of a Bill to be offered to 
the Houfe, upon a proper Occolion, as 
follows :

One of his old Companions coming in 
here faid, How now, Brother? why this 
melancholy Look and Poftare?. _What’s 
the Matter?» * The Matter? reply‘d he. 

* *Tis,you, and your Contpanions, have 
* inftili’d your Principles into'me, which A 
© now when*f have molt néed of them 
* leave me in Confufion and Defpair. 
* What Advice or Comfort have you 
* now to fortify me with again{t the fear- 
* ful. Expectations of another Life ? Are 
* you certain that the Soul is Material and 
* Mortal, and that ic will diflolve with 
* the Body?’ . So certain, reply’dthe o- 
‘ther, thac I venture my Whole ypon ic. 
Here [ interrupted them by coming into 
the Room; and applying .myfeif to the 
fick Perfon, told him ‘that I was a 
Stranger to him, but hearing of his Ill- 
nels, I thoughe it my Duty to offer him 
what Service I was capable of.’

horrid to Nature, and the moft barbarous 
that can be invented. In this Situation, 
how is it poffible bur your Friends would 
be glad to ftrengthen your Hands, and 
weaken thofe of the: common Enemy ? 
However, as nothing of this Kind has 
been effectually done, yet (atter fo long 
waiting) it isnot ftrange you fhould have 
{ome Apprehenfion nothing was ever in- 
tended to be done. To remove this Mif- 


D take, give me Leave to acquaint you with 


a Fact, of which, perhaps, none of you 
have been appriz’d. 

As foon as the unnatural Rebellion, in 
the firft Year of his late Majefty’s Reign, 
was happily quell’d, and the Goals were 
filled with great Numbers of Traitors, 


E of all Qualities and Degrees, taken in 


Arms, others fled into foreign Countries, 
and many fculking about the King- 
dom, under the Dread of Hatchets and 
Halters, and every other kind of Punifh- 
ment the Law could inflif, according to 
_ the Natare of their Crimes: In this Si- 
tuation of Affairs, a molt excellent Pere 
fon in every Refpe&, and who was de- 
fervedly reftored upon the Succeffion’s 
taking Place, to the highelt Ciwil Poff 
in the Nation, from whence he had been 
removed for his Zeai to that Succeffion : 
This great Man, finding the Time to be 
come, when Juttice might be done toyou, 
Zand the true Proteftant Intereft fecured 
for ever, according to all human Proba- 
bility, propos’d two Laws to his Majeity ; 
the kd was, An A to take off the Teft 
Aé? as to you; and at the fame time turn 
the Corpor gt ion Act upon the firft Cons 
trivers of it, by giving his Majefty the 
fame Power K. Charles Uf. had over Cor- 
porations; to remove all thofe whom he 
fhould apprehend difaffec&ted to his Go 
vernment. The other A& which his 
Lordfhip propos’d, wes An univerfal AF 
of Grace to all concerned in the Rebellion. 
Thefe two Bills by his Majefty’s Permif- 
‘ tioa, 
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fion, as in other common Cafes, were to 
have gone Hand in Hand, and they cer- 
tainly had both pafled into Laws, and I 
believe without a fingle Negative in ei- 
ther Houfe, had it not been for the vio- 
lent Oppofition of une Perfon (now no 
more) ther Bhahered them from being 
propos’d: Neither did his Oppofition a- 
rife from the Unreafonablenefs of doing 
what you defire; but from quite another 
Confideration, ae needlefs as improper to 
relate. So that here you fee, Gentlemen, 
that you have not been altogether for- 
gotten by your Friends in Power: And 
that with regard to you, they were Un- 
animous, however they might differ in 
another Political Point. I had not men- 
tioned this, but that I thought it necefs 
fary to remove the great Objection, That 
your Friends had never any Thought of ferv- 
ang you; The Conclufion drawn from 
which Opinion, by their and your Ene- 
mies, is, That they never will. 
this Fact be allowed to be true, as un- 
doubtedly it is, then the Argument twrns 
the other Way; whichis, Ifthe Whigs, 
when in Power, did endeavour co relieve 
you, and had certainly done it, but for 
the unfortunate Obftinacy of one Perfon, 
they will certainly relieve you, whenever 
it may be in their Power hereafter: And 
is there not too much Reafon to _appre- 
hend the fame Opportunity may foon of- 
fer itfelfagain? Is there not as evil a 
Spirit working in the Nation at this very 
Junéture as ever. was known? Ie ftops 
at nothing! The King, his Minifters, che 
Parliament, are all arraign’d together ! 
This is fuch a Spirit as never was feen in 
the World before, in a Country where 
the People are in the quict Pofleffion of 
their Liberty and Property, under the 
Proteétion of Laws adminittred with the 
utmoft Candour, Knowledge and Inte- 
grity ! And if this Spirit fhould break out 
again into open Rebellion, can you doubr 
but the fame Providence, which has fo 
often appeared on our Side, will affift us 
azain ? Is this then a Time for Us to be 
guarrelling amongft ourfelves? But asi 
what I have juft now mentioned, is not a 
Thing to be confidered (tho’ if it fhould 
happen, We ought to make better ufe of G 
it than we did betore; and indeed we 
cannot fail of doing it, for Reafons too 
obvious to need relating). As this is not 

a Thing, | fay, to be defired, give me 
leave to obferve to you, that there feems 
to be tomething elfe arifing in your Fa- 
vour, from a Quarter where you might H 
have the leaft Reafon to expeét it: IT mean 
from thofe who have behaved hitherto 
With the greateft Averlion (not to fay 
i. 
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Acrimony) towards you. There have 

been feveral in the Church of Englg 

for fome Years palt, who have carri 
their Notions about the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper to fuch a pitch of Extra- 
vagance, that many of the wifeft and moft 
learned Divines amongft them, ‘that havé 
been reckoned the trueft Supports of the 
Church, have been ftartled: at the mon- 
ftrous Doétrinés they have advanced ; and 
one of them has very learnedly, and 
with great Strength of Reafon, lately 
oppos’d them in Print: And if* this Ar- 
gument is carried but a little farther, all 
that you require may be eafily granted ; 
at leaft it will become Perfons of your 
Difcretion and Temper, to wait a little to 
fee what Turn this Matter may take. 
Nothing is more common, than for the 
People of a to run from one Ex- 
tream to another. Many have preach’d for 
fome Years paft, that the Papifts are bet- 
ter than the Diffenters; they have {aid 
this fo Jong, that the People take them at 
their Words, and go even a little farther, 

and think them better than Churchmen. 
This is one of the principal Caufés why 
Popery has facteata fo prodigioufly of 
late Years: But now fome of the moft 
Difcerning uf the Clergy begin to fee rhat 
the Papifts are juft cole to get up upon 
their Rocks ; and if this Koptebiabon 
fhould make them Cry aloud to the People, 
the People will foon fee how much they 
have been impos’d upon: And when 
utter Deftruction threatens, the Clergy 
themfelves may be very glad of your Af- 
fittance. Much ftranger Things than thefe 
have happen’d in this Kingdom; and of 
all fundures, this, certainly, ina moft par~ 
ticular Manner, requires you not to run 
the Hazard of hurting yourfelves and 
Friends, by any extraordinary Motion : 
Belides, there is, methinks, one Circum- 
ftance, tho not much attended to, which 
ought to contribute, not a little, towards 
making you the eafier in your prefent Si- 
tuation, hard as it may feem to you ; 
and that is, That you are in the fame Con- 
dition with the greate/t Man in the King~ 
dom ; he does not wear the Crown, bur 
upon fubmitting to the fame Terms which 
are required of any one of you, to enjoy 
whatever Poft of Honour or Profit you 
might be rais’d to. And if you will but 
contider coolly of the Matter, would it not 
be fomething ftrange, that a greater In- 
dulgence fhould in any Refpeét be fhown 
to a Subje#, than to the King himéélf 2 
And would not this be an add Sort of an 
Application to a Prince: “ Sir, I defirc 
* your Majeity to beftow an Employment 
“ or Poft upon Me; but [ hope you will 
“ce nov

not think: I can do that to qualify my- 
** felt for -reeeiving it, which you have 
* done to put yourfelf into a Capacity of 
being able to beltow it upon Me.” I 
seally think this deferves your ferious At- 
sention, to that I fubmit it.

the Demands of Men in my Situation, as 
fav as pofhible, upon thofe in yours ; and 
which are become almolt the only Subject 
-d Corre[pondence between Meinbers of 

arliamenr, and their Friends in the Coun- 
gry- You will therefore permit me to 
take the Liberty now of correfponding 
witlt you on another Foot, and atter four 
¥ears Silence to remind you a little of 
what Ihave a Right to expec from you 
as. my Reprefentative. The Importance 
of the Conjumfture will excufe my Pre- 
feamption. It is nor dithcule tor us now to 
fpeak upon thefe Matters: They are 
brought fo home to our Minds, chey are 
made fo p'ain to our Senfes, that we 
«ant be doubtful what Opinion to form. 
tt is hardly necefiary to reafon ; it is e- 
mough to feel; there is a Time, when 
wrong and mifchievous Mcafures may be 
€ifguited ; but there is a Time too when 
they will difcover themfcives. While the 
evil Seeds are fowing, thofe alone are a- 
tarmed who have Penetration enough to 
fee Things in their Caufes; but when 
they are grown up, and the Fruits appear, 
the Grofs of Mankind have Capacity to 
judge, and Spirit tocomplain. This, Sir, 
is the Circutmftance of the People of 
England. They fuffer too much to be 
amufed : And if they continue to fiffer, 
it will not be from Error or Infenfibility, 
but from fuch Caufes as I dv nor care to 
fuppofe. There is Reafon to hope that 
their Complaints will be redrefled; and 
in that Hope ¥ write this Letter to you. 
I thall propofe to your Confideration fome 
patticular Points which we in the Coun- 
try think, fhould make the Bufinefs of 
this Sefiion ; and if you agree to my Rea- 
fonings, I dare promife myfelf you will 
not afterwards differ from them in your 


Condudé. 
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Sir, we are 2 trading Nation; and 
whatever affects our Trade is our neareft 
Concern, and ought to be our principal 


re, 

Of all the Branches of our Commerce 
that to our own Colonies is the moit va- 
luable upon many Accounts. Jf I am 
rightly informed, it is by that alone we 
are enabled now to carry on the reft, and 
therefore ought to be the mof? fecure. Fo» 
reign Markers may be loft or f{poilt by va- 
rious Accidents : Other Nations may get 
in, and carry Commodities, that may be 
preferred to ours ; or by working chea 
er, may be able to underfell us there : But 
in our own Plantations nothing of this 
can happen. So that it is the Narfery of 
our Seamen, the Support of our Naviga- 
tion, and the Life of cor Manufacturers. 

But of late Years our Merchants paf- 
fing to and from our Colonies, have been 
ftopt, examined, plundered and abufed 
by the Spaniards, our Ships confifcated, 
and our Seamen enflaved, {0 that the Na- 
vigation thither is become fo dangerous, 
that if an.efleStual Stop be not foon put 
to thefe Practices, this moft beneficial 
Commerce will be utterly loft. The 
Source of them is a Right of Sovercign- 
ty which the Spaniards arrogatc to theme 
felves in the American Seas; a Claim ale 
ways treated with Derifion and Scorn b 
every Power in Europe, and parckccicts 
by us, who were really Matters of drole 
Seas, trom the glorious Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth, down to the weak one 
King Charles the Second. And this Claim 
of Soain is {till fo far from being owned 
by us, that tho’ it be a fecret Motive, they 
have not yet bad the Infolence to avow it 
openly as the Caufé of their Proceedings. 
Bur they treat evety Briti/h Ship, which 
they are able to maiter, as if the failing 
only in thofe Seas was a fufhcient Caule 
of Confifcation. They have feized and 
condemned outward-bound Ships, above 
a hundred Leagues from any Shore, with- 
out any Pretence at all ; and where they 
are gracioufly pleafed to ailign Pretences 
for their Depredations, thofe Pretences are 
worfe than tke Depredations themfelves. 
They pretend that cvery Ship which has 
Logwood, Cocoa-Nuts, or Pieces of Eight 
aboard, is lawful Prize Now two of 
thefe grow in our own Colonics, and the 
South-Sea Company by the Affiento 
Contract, furnifh the Spaniards with Ne- 
grocs, which they pay for in Pieces of 
Eight, and as the principal Markec for 
thefe Negrocs is Famaica, this occafions 
the circulating a great deal of that Spe- 
cie there, fo that we might with full as 
good Reafon itop the Ships of os in 

their 
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their Paflage by Jamaica, or our other 
Plantations, and confifeare. them formal- 
ly, if we find aboard of them. either Log- 
wood, Cocoa-Nuts, or Pieces of Eight : 
For this will jult as well prove, that they a 
have been trading with evr Colonies, as 
our having fuch Goods aboard, can prove 
that we have been trading with sheirs. 

But on what Ground of the Lew of 
Nations, or by what Article of any Trea- 
ty, have the SPANIARDS 2 Right to flop 
or arch our Ships at all? Where. a gene- 
ral Trade is allowed, one Species of Goods B 
may be prohibited ; as, for Inftance, Wool, 
or Fuller’s Earth; and the exporting it 
may be highly penal ; But did this Coun- 
try ever pretend, when her Naval Power 
was at the Height, to ftop Ships eut at 
Sea, in orderto fearch whether fuch Com- 


modities were aboard ? Would the little C 


Republick of Genoa endure our doing it ? 
Could any thing lefs than 2 Conqueft 
bring her to fubmit to it ? But the doing 
it in America is much lefs defenfible. 
For where no general Trade is allowed, 
no one particular Species of Goods can be 
more prohibited than another, and the 
Searching there has no Objeé at all, and 
no Foundation in Reafon. * 

As to our failing near their Coafts, it is 
not only permitted, but is of abfolute Ne- 
ceffity in the Courfe of our Voyage to 
and fiom our Plantations in America: 
‘How ncar we fhall go tothem, it is impof- 
fible_to fix, becaufe it depends upon Cir- 
cumftances we cannot command, as Winds, 
and Tides ; but very near we mouft go 
frequently ; and they reciprocally muft 

o near to ours. No Treaty therefore 
nas ever fettled any Bounds, except the 
very Ports and Havens of either Crown 
in America, within which it fhall not be p 
lawful to fail; nor can they be fettled, 
fo as not to be liable to infinite Difficulties, 
and endle[s Chicane. 

Were our Ships found trading in the 
Spanifh Ports and Havens themfelves, 
even in that Cafe, tho’ they ought to be 
confifcated, it is a preat Abfurdity to fup- 
pote they fhould be firft fearched. 
as the Ship and Cargo, be it what it will, 
is forfeited by our being there without 
Diftrefs, to what Intent or Purpofe is a 
Szarch to be made after any particular 
Species we may have aboard? But upon 
this Pretence to ftop our Ships on the 
High Seas, is to infult our Und 
and defpife our Power, as well as to in- 
fringe our Rights, and to deltroy our 
Tarde. 

It was the juft Senfé of Parliament laft 
Sefiion, that more effectual Meafures 
ought to be purfued. And to enable his 
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Majelty cotake them, great Sappiies were 
made ; the whole Nexion expected, end 
defired 4 War, if fuch, a Peace:cculd nap 
be © gained as would retrieve opr Honour, 
and feeure our: Trade,’ Soon after the 


’ Parliament .rofe the War a ed inevi-< 
table : Strong Fleets'were fitted our, and 


fent to Spain and the Pudies.: This could 
not be done without 'a valt Expenee, great 
Obftruction t0 our Trade, and Hardthi;s 
on owr Sailors. ¥et : fuch was the Spirit 
of the People, firch thelr: Refentment: at 
the Indignities, put. upon thé King and 
Nation, that they came into it cheartully 5 
and net a Murmat Was heard uniefS a- 
gain the Spensards.' Tt was believed, 
our Adminutration, world fhew, thar 
our former RemifinefS: did mot proeced 
from Fear or Negligence; but that chey 
curbed their Spirit rill the Point of Time, 
when they saight be dure. to exert it. with 
decifive Advantages. This their Friends 
gave out, and candid: Mem were willing 
to think hey as it: was faid, thar 
one Great Perfon had declasied, he thought 
it for the Intereft of @ Minifter 10 have 


p Warrather than Peace. ‘But in the Heighe 


and Warmth of thefe:- Expectations, while 
all Europe was intent on the Motions avd 
Operations of ont Fleets; we heard ofva 
Convention being figned, ..add that ‘we 
might expect a fpeedy: Accommodation: a: 
our Differences by a Peace. ; 

Of the Terms of this Convention you 
will, no doubt, be apprifed at the Meet 
of the Parliament,) and‘ then you wiil 
judge, whether it is proportionate to the 
Charge we have been at, the Opportunity 
we have neglected, the Wrongs we have 
fuftained, the Satisfaction and Security 
we have a Right to expect. 

I only beg Leave to mark ont to-you 
two principal Points, upon which think 
youcan’t miftake in forming your Judg- 
ment. If we make a Peace; it owghe to 
be fuch, as wilremove,; invttic mott effee- 
tual Manner, both the Caujé, and Pretence, 
of the Injuries done us by the Spanifh 
Nation. 

Now the Pretence for them has béen 
folely this, that they claim a Right of 
ftopping and fcarching our Ships, on the 
High Seas, or near their own Cuatts; 
which Claim of theirs is unfupported by 
Treaty, and dire@ly repugnant’ to the 
Law of Nations, to the Rights of our 
Crown, and the Freedom of our Navie 
gation. If therefore we clearly afiert, 
that They have no fuch Right; that where 
we have no Trade with them there can be

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no prohibited Gieds , that we havea Li- 
Berty co fail as nigh t6 their Coafts as che 
Courfe of our Voyage, the Conveniénce 
of Winds and Tidés, ‘and other Circum- 
ftances of Navigation may require ; that 
in purfuing that Courfe, our Ships are A 
iwot to be {earched or ffoot on any Account ; 
that, in Cafes of Neceffity, they may even 
entcr their Forts, and that only in Cafe 
ef Trading there they are to be f{eized ; 
if we exprefaly aflert all this in our Trea- 
ty of Peace, it may be a fecure and lafting 
one, and deferves well the Sanction of p 
Parliament. 

As to the other Point, the Caufe of all 
thefe Injuries, I take it to have been the 
Contempt this Nation is ‘fallen into, from 
what unhappily may have feemed to our 
Enemies a de{picable Tamenefs and Pu- 
fillanimity in ovrCondu&. How far this 
has gone, Lam afhamed to fay. Thofe, 
whw to infult us could not prefume on 
their. own Strength,’ by long obferving, 
or fuppofing they obferved a Weaknefs in 
jour Cauncils, have come to ftippofe ir in 
the Nation itfelf: For where [mpunity is 
certain, Infolence knows:no Bounds. If 


the Peace we moke does not retricve our DH 


Reputation, it'is impoffible it can lat, for 
at maybe broke without Fear. SP Ain can 
have. no Reafon: to keep it, uniefs it is 
made on fuch Térms, as to convince her 
that the Temper and:Spirit ofsour Court 
sis changed sand that we will bear no 
donger: what we have borne fo Jong. 
Should any-Article of it be difhonourable E 
or mean, tho’ allithe ‘reft were advanta- 
geous, that alone would be fatal, becaufe 
it would.leave us expofed co endiefs Infults 
and Affronts, the certain Confequence of 
a Stain imprinted. on our national Charac- 
ter... 1 dare, anfwer for the Merchants, 
that, great as their Lofles are, they had F 
her endurethein without any Compen- 
fation, than have it made ina Way dif- 
_gracefulto their Country. Sure I am it 
would be better for them to lofe their Mo- 
ney, or for ws to pay it out of our own 
Pockets, than for the Sake of Retribution 
,to. them, tojadmit of a ‘T'reaty, in which G 
the Security, of our Commerce is not 
firmly eltablifhed, beyond a PoTibility of 
all future Cavils, by exprefs Declarations 
of our Right mor to be fearcivd. Fur to 
admit of fuch a Treaty, would be no lefs 
n Abfurdity than to be bribed with our 
om Money to our own Undoing. 


In thefe plain Lights, Sir, I hope you H 


will confider this nvention, when it 
fhall be laid before you inthe Courfe of 
the Seffion. You will nor, I dare fay, 
fuffer yourfelf to be amufed with nice Di- 
finétions, and Refinements of Policy. 


You will remember how ufelefs, nay; 
how fatal, all thefe Subtilties have hither- 
to proved, and what they are like to pro- 
duce. You will defireto fee a Treaty, 
which fhall not be the Beginning, but the 
End of Negotiation ; which fhall {peak fo 
plain, that every Zaglifh Country Gen- 
tleman, and every Soanifh Governor in 
the Indies, thal] underftand the Senfe of 
it, as well as the Walpoles, and La Qua- 
as. ; 

When this is‘done, you will confider 

of the Methods, how to turn this Peace 
to the beft Advanrage. The only Way 
of doing this, Sir, is to put the Nation in 
a Condition to be feared; and this can only 
be done by reducing its Debt, and gra- 
dually leflening its Taxes. 
"Ie is. a melancholy Thought that fo 
much Time fhduld have been loft from 
this neceflary Work, fince it has been in 
our Power, 7.¢. fince the Peace of U- 
trecht. The French have, by Attention to 
Trade, by eafing their People, and huf- 
banding well the Money they raife, laid a 
Foundation for their future Greatnefs. 
Had we purfued thefeé Meafires, we fhould 
now have nothing to dread ; by purfuing 
them fteadily we may yet be fate. But 
till a wifer Adminiftration reftore our 
Affairs, little Dignity or Vigour is to be 
expected from our Councils. Some Ape 
pearance of Vigour may perhaps be maine 
tained ; but it will impofe on Nobody; 
no, noton ourfelves. To think that keep- 
ing up, at a vaft Expence, great Fleets 
and Armies, with a Refolution not to 
employ them, can fecure our Reputation, 
is as grofs a Miftake, as if, in private Life, 
a Gentleman known to be in Debt, and 
not difpofed to clear himfelf, fhould thiuk 
to cheat his Creditors, and fupport his 
Credit, by encreafing his Equipage, and 
making fumptuous Entertainments. 

The natural Srrength of this Nation 
is great, its Refources great, and in one 
Refpect greater than ever, becaufe the 
Funds having bcen tried, and found fuffi- 
cient, tbe borrowing on them again, when 
our Debt is reduced, would be fecure and 
eafy. To reduce it therefore ought to 
be the principal Object of all who meddle 
with our publick Affairs. We fhall judge 
of all your other Virtues now by your 
Frugality. 

Aboveall, beware of new Additions to $ 
Civil Lift. It is a ftrange Circumftance, 
and will not found well to Pofterity, that 
while the Publick lofes in fo many Arti- 
cles, fo many Galns have been of late 
made to the Crown. 

There is another Article I muft not pafs 
over in Silence, becaufe it may probably 

come 
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come before the Houfe this Seffion ; and 
that is, chat his Maiefty has been, and {till 
is in Pofleilion of $0,009 per Annum, 
which moft People think was defigned 
by Parliament for the Prince ‘of Wales, 
over and above the fifty which he now 
enjoys. Thie Expence of his Family has 
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ther! call upon England for Help, and we 
may be obliged to fend more Fleets tothe 
Baltick, and be ingaged in a War upon 
Account of a difputed Pofleifion, too’ in- 
confiderable eyen for a Law-Suit.—But 
thofe who talk in this Way are’ but fhal- 
low Politicians, and have not an adequate 


been unhappily \etiened, fince the Conli- A Notion of the Strength and Importance of 


deration of this Matter in Parliament, by 
no lefs a faving than the whole Sum in dif- 
pute. So that if the Prince has not the 
fifty thoufand Pounds per Annum, which 
I apprehend he has a Right to fromthe 
Intention of Parliament our of the feven 
hundred and fifty thoufand enjoy’d by his 
Majefty. If, I fay, this be nor given to 
him, upon the Birth of two Children, 
and the Hopes of a third, it certainly 
ought to be returned to the Publick. It 
his R. H. hasit, ic will not indeed be lof 
to the Public; it is like to circulate freely, 
anid the Poor will have their Share of it ; 
but as I am am arguing now upon a Prin- 


ciple of faving, I mult needs fay, the Na- C 


tion wants it, and the Royal Family all 

together has enough.

—On the contrary, it 
feems evident to me, that the King of 
Denmark will think twice before he enga- 
ges in Meafures difagreeable to that State, 
whofe Strength, Courage, and Condué& 
he hath fo lately experienced ; but fhould 
he take any rath and inconfiderate Ste 
Hanover alone is more than a Match for 
him, and England neither can, nor will 
be engaged in that Quarrel ; and efpecially 
at a Time that our Expences and Fleets 
are employ’d in obtaining ample Repara- 
tion for our Merchants; and future Sece- 
rity for our Trade, which, it may be, is nor 
quite yet accomplifh’d. 

Upon this Occafion, ‘give me Leave, Sir, 
to fuggeft to you my Thoughts, upon the 
Laftre and Advantage which England ree 
ceives from being fo happily annex’d to 
his Majefty’s German Dominions, in ane 
{wer to the vulgar Prejudices too com- 
monly entertained againit them. 


D_ While England wis unconneéted with 


any Dominions upon the Continent, we 
had only.our Fleets to prevent, and rélift 
Infults from other Powers; whereas, by 
our happy Union with Hanover, we have 
a Body of above 20,000 Men, moff excel- 
lent Troops, to act wherever we thihk pro- 
per, without the lealt Danger or Expence 
to England, by which tuo, particularly, 
we bridle the North. 

The Dutchy of Bremen is of infinite Ad- 
vantage to England, as it fupplies us with 
great Quantities of Linnen both for Home 
Confumption and Re-exportation, to the 
great Eafe of our Linnen Manufadturers, 
who would otherwife be obliged to make 
ten Times the Quantity they do now. 

Hanover may be likewife uf Ufe to us 
by its Example, fince there cannot be a 
ftronger Inftance of the Advantages arifin 
to a Country, from a wife and fruga) Ad- 
miniftration, than the great Improvements 
of that Eleétorate under the fuccelfiveGo- . 
aaa of his late and his prefent Ma- 
jetty. 

, The whole Revenues of the Electorate, 
at the Time of his late Majefty’s Acceffion 
to the Throne of thefe Realms, did not 
amount to more than 300,000/. a Year, 
and yet, foon afterwards, the confiderable 
Purchafes of Bremen and Verden were made 
for above 500,000/, Sterling. Not long 

after 
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after this, the Number of Troops in the 
Ele&orate was rais‘'d much above what it 
was before thought able to maintain, and 
hath, continued ever fince upon that high 
Eftablifament.

The LIFE of DDH ERMAN BOE R- 
HAAVE, late Profefor of Phyfick in 
the Univer fity of Leyden in Holland. 


R Herman Boerhaave was born on § 

laft Day of December, 1668, about 

One in the Morning, at Voorhout, a Village 
two Miles diftant trom Leyden; His Fa- 
ther, ‘ames Boerhaave, was Miniter 
of Voorhout, of whom his Son, *in a 
{mall Account of his own Life, has 
given a very amiable Character, for the 
S:mplicity and Opennefs of his Behaviour, 
for his exa& Frugality in the Management 
of a narrow Fortune, and the Prudence, 
Tendernefs and Diligence, with which 
he educated a numerous Family of nine 
Children. He was eminently skill’d in 


Hiftory and Genealogy, and verfed in the D 


Litin, Greek and Hebrew Languages. 

His Mother was Hagar Daelder, a 
Tradefman’s Daughter of Amfferdam, 
from whom he might, perhaps, derive an 
hereditary Inclination to the Study of 
Phyfick, in which fhe was very inquifi- 


tive, and had obtained a Knowledge of it E 


not common in Female Students. 

This Knowledge, however, fhe did not 
live to communicate to her Son, for fhe 
died in 1673, ten Years after her Marriage. 

His Father, finding himfelf encumber’d 
with the Care of feven Children, thought 
it neceflary to take a fecond Wife, and in 
July, 1674, was married to Eve dy Bois, 
Daughter of a Minifter of Leyden, who, 
by her prudent and impartial Conduét, fo 
endear’d herfelf to her Husband’s Chil- 
dren, that they all regarded her as_ their 
own Mother. 

Herman Boerhaave was always defign’d 


by his Father for the Miniftry, and withG 


that View inftruéted by him in Gramma- 
tical Learning, and the firft Elements of 
Languages ; in which he made fuch a

Proficiency, that he was; at the Age of 
eleven Years, not only Mafter + the 
Rules of Grammar, but capable of tranf- 
lating with tolerable Accuracy, and’ not 
wholly ignorant of critical Niceties. 

At Intervals, to recreate his Mind and 
ftrengthen his Conftitution, it was his Fa- 
ther’s Cuftom to fend him into the Fields, 
and employ him in Agriculture, and fach 
kind ot rural Occupations, which he cone 
tinued thro’ all his Life to love and prace 
tife; and by chis Viciffitude of Study and 
Exercife, preferv’d himfelf, in a at 
Meafure, {rom thofe Diftempers and D - 
preflions which are frequently the 
Confequences of indifcreet Diligence, 
and uninterrupted Application ; and 
from which, Students, not well ace 
quainted with the Conftitution of the hue 
man Body, fometimes fly for Relic f toWine 
inftead of Exercife, and purchafe tempo- 
rary Eafe by the Hazard of the molt 
dreadiul Confequences. 

The Studies of young Boerhaave were, 
about this time, interrupted by an Acci« 
dent, which deferves a particular Men- 
tion, as it firft inclin’d him to that Science, 
to which he was by Nature fo weil ad- 
apted, and which he afterwards carried 
to fo great Perfection. 

In the twelfth Year of his Age a ftub- 
born, painfil, and malignant U.cer, broke 
out upon his left Thigh ; which, for near 
five Years, defeated all the Art of the 
Surgeons and Phyficians, and not only 
athiéted him with moft excruciating Pains, 
but expofed him to fuch fharp and tore 
menting Applications, that the Difeafe and 
Remedies were equally infufferable. Then 
it was that his own Pain taught him to 
compaffionate others, and his Experience 
of the Inefficacy of the Meth<ds then in 
Ufe incited him to atrempt the Difcovery 
cf others more certain. 

He began to pra¢tife at leaft honeftly, 
for he began upon himilelf ; and his firlt 
Eflay was a Prelude to his tuture Succefs, 
for, having laid atide all the Prefcriptions 
of his Phyficians, and all the Applications 
of his Surgeons, he, at lait, by tomenting 
the Part Salt and Urine, effected a Cure. 

That he might, on this Occation, ob- 
tain the Aififtance of Surgeons with lefs 
Inconvenicence and Expence, he was 
brought, by his Father, at Fourteen, to 
Leyden, and placed in the fourth Clafs of 
the publick School, after being examined 
by the Mafter : Here his Application and 
Abilities were equally contpicuous. In fix 
Months, by gaining the firit Prize in_ the 
fourth Clafs, he was ratfed to the Afth; 
and in fix Months more, upon the fame 
Proof of the Svperiority ot his Genius, 

r rcwarded 
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yewarded with another Prize, and tranf- 
dated to the fixth; trom whence it is uftral 
in fix Months more to be removed to the 
Univertity. ' 

Thus did our young Student advance in 
Learhing and Reputation, when, as he 
was within View of the Univerfity, a fud- 
den and unexpected Blow threaten’d to 
defeariall his Expeations. 

On the 12th of November, in 1682, his 
Father died, and left behind him a very 
flender Provifion for his Widow and nine 
Children, of which the Eldeft was not yet 
feventeen Years old. 

This was a moft affli@ing Lofs to the 
young Scholar, whofe Fortune was by no 
means fufficient to bear the Expences of a 
learned Education, and who therefore 
feem’d to be now fummon’d byNecellity to 
fome Way of Life more immeédiately and 
certainly Incrative; but with a Refolution 
equal to his Abilities, and a Spirit not fo 


deprefs’d or fhaken, he determined to ¢ 


break thro’ the Obftacies of Poverty, and 
fupply, by Diligence, ¥ Want of Fortune. 

He therefore ask’d and obtained the 
Confent of his Guardians to profecute his 
Studies as long as his Patrimony would 
fupport him, and continuing his wonted 
Induftry gained another Prize. 

He was now to quit the School for the 
Univerfity, but on Account of the Weak- 
nefs yct remaining in his Thigh, was at 
his own Entreaty continued tix Months 
longer under the Care of his Mafter, the 
learned Wyn{chotan, where he once more 
was honoured with the Prize. 

At his Removal to the Univerfity, 
the fame Genius avd Induftry met with 
the fame Encouragement and Applaufe. 
The learned Triglandius, one of his Fa- 
ther’s Friends, made foon after Profcflor 
of Divinity ac Le/den, diltinguifhed him 
in a particular Manner and recom- 
mended him to the Fricndfhip of Mr Van 
a. in whom he found a gencrous 
and conftant Patron. 

He became now a diligent Hearer of 
the moft celebrated Profeilors, and made 
great Advances in all the Sciences, {till 
regulating his Studies with a View prin- 
cipally to Divinity, for which he was ori- 
ginally intended by his Father, and for 
that Reafon exerted his utmoft Applica- 
tion to attain an exact Knowledge of the 
Hebrew Tongue. 

Being convinced of the Neceffity of 
Mathematical Learnirig, he began to {tudy 
thofe Sciences in 1627, but without that 


intenfe Induftry with which the Pleafure 7 


he found in that Kind of Knowledge in- 
duced him afterwards to cultivate them. 
n 1660, having perform’d the Exercifes 
as I 


of the Univerfity with uncomrnon Repit- 
tation, he took his Degree in Philofophy ; 
and on that Occafion difcufs’d the impor- 
tant and arduous Subject of the:diftin& 
Natures of the Soul and Body, with fuch 
Accuracy, Perfpicuity and Sobtilty, that 
he entirely contuted all the Sophiftry . of 
Epicurus, Hobbes and Spinofa, and equally 
raifed the Characters of his Piety and 
Erudition. 

Divinity was ftill his great Employment, 
and the chief Aim of all his Studies.. He 
read the Scriptures in their original Lan- 
guages, and when Difficulties occur’d, 
confulted the Interpretations of the moft 


B antient Fathers, whom he read in order 


of Time, beginning with Clemens Ro- 
manus. 

* In the Perufal of thefe early Writers, he 
was {truck with the profoundeft Venera- 
tion of the Simplicity and Purity of their 
Doctrine, the Holinefs of their Lives, and 
the Sanéity of the Difcipline practifed by 
them; but as he defcendel to the lower 
Agés, found the Peace of Chriftianity 
broken by ufélefs Controverfies, and its 
Doétrines fophifticated by the Subtilties of 
the Schools. He found the holy Writers 
interpreted according to the Notions of 
Philofophers, and the Chimera’s of Meta 


D phyficians adopted as Articles of Faith. 


He found Difficulties raifed by-Niceties, 
and fomented to Bitternefs and Rancour. 
He faw the Simplicity of the Chriftian 
Do&rine corrupted by the private Fancies 
of particular Parties, while each adhered 
to its own Philofophy and Orthodoxy was 


E confined to the Seét in Power.

Saré-Bey-Oglu made himfelf their Chief, C Effects on board the Ships that were then 


and fixed his Place of Arms in an old Cattle 
on the Top of a Mountain, fortify’d and 
furrounded with Trenches, fo that ’tis out 
ot the Reach of any Artillery: And_his 
Lieutenants are intrench’d in the Defiles, 
or narrow Pafies of the Mountains, and 
in old Cottages. 

At his fir(t fertigg out, he was very ci- 
vil and kind to the Carrayans, and Inha- 
bitants of the adjacent Country, in hopes 
ot gaining their Love and Efteem.

had becn taken from him; and that rhe 
Chiaja, who was ftrangl’d two Years ago, g 
held a Correfpondence with this Rebel. 
However, the Porte defpifing his Remon-

At Break of Day, the Commandant of 
the Rebels who was one of Sare- Bey Ozlu’s 
Lieutenants, propofed a Contribution, 
and an Interview with the Magiftrates, to 
revent. the Ciry from being plunder’d ; 
pork of which being granted him, he had 
the Rafhniefs tu come into the City, where 
he was well received by the Regency, 
and had 15,000 Crowns paid him, befides 
Prefents, and then he retir’d out of Town.

that Panick to which the Greeks andthe 
Turks allo are but too liable. 

The News of this Prank being carried 
to Conftantinople, and the Embaifadors of 4 
the Trading Nations having made proper 
Remonftrances to the Divan, the Porte 
refelved at laft to put a Stop to thefe Dif- 
orders, and fent 2000 Men hither to cover 
the City; which 2000 Men were en- 
camp’d two Leagues from us, when Cou- 
riers came to Town with News that the 
Rebels again appeared in Sight. There p 
needed nothing more to caft a freth Ter- 
ror over the whole Town, and among the 
above Militia, who abandoning their 
Tents and Baggage, fcamper’d with all 
the Legs they had to take Shelter under 
our Cannon. But next Day the Turks be- 
ing inform’d that it was a falfe Alarm, re- 
turn’d to their Camp, and impal’d fome 
of the Boors alive who had begun to plun- 
der their Baggage. The Camp being af- 
terwards reinforced with freth Troops 
and Artillery, they march’d to fight the 
Rebels, and the Detachment which had 
put us into fuch a Confternation, and 
which had made a Halt, for the Sake of p 
Plunder, in the Neighbourhood of Ephe- 
fas, was overtaken, attack’d, and deteat- 
ed; and feveral Sacks, filled with the 
Heads of thofe People, were brought hi- 
ther, and fent to Conftantinople as Tro- 
phies of their Victory. 

Hanover, December the 12th, O. S.' On E 
the 4th Inftanr, a Detachment of Hanove- 
rians, confilting of five hundred Men, with 
two Field-Pieces, march’d to take Poflefh- 
on of the Territory of Ste/nhorft, which 
belongs to the Privy-Counfellor Wedder- 
kop, wherein were polted thirty Dragoons 
in the Service of the King ot Denmark.

unlefs they communicated to him, accord- 
ing to Cuftom, their Commiffion, they 
declared they had Orders to return home, 
if their Demand was not complied with : 
Whereupon a Divan was held, in which 
it was agreed to condud& their Excellen- 
cies to an Audience. Being introduced, 
they affured his Highniefs, in the ftrongeft 
Terms, of the Sophy’s fincere Defire to 
live in a good Underftanding with the 
Porte, but that the only Way to ftrengthen 
the Peace was to reftore the City of Ba- 
bylom, and feveral other Placés in Perfia. 
The Ottoman Minifters promifed the Eme 
baffadors, that the Grand Signior’s Inten- 
tions fhould be communicated to them as 
foon as poffible ; but the next Day, in liea 
of an Anfwer, they furrounded ‘their Pa- 
lace with 300 Janizaries. 

Corfica. The Affairs of this Ifland have 
taken a different Turn fince our laft: The 
Corficans having fallen upon a Party of 
French, {ent to protect fome Villazes that 
had accepted, the Amnefty, and deliver’d 
up their Arms, and kill’d two Officers and 
thirty Soldiers.
